The developments of the day aroused a 
slight hope in the breasts of mine and rail- 
road officials that some of the entombed men 
are alive and tomorrow's explorations by 
mine experts are awaited with the greatest 
anxiety. 

President Earling is amang the sanguine. 
Mr. Williams, who made today’s fruitless 
explorations, stirrec. this hope by a late re- 
port that there was a good supply of cool air 
in the second vein. This is taken as an in- 
dication that the interior of the mine is not 
so badly aflame as was at first supposed. 

It leads certain people to think that at least 
some of the men in the third vein, deeper 
down, are still breathing and that their lives 


Inspector Explores Second Level. 
Williams said that in his last descent he 
walked some distance along the second level, 
but a rope attachment to his outfit Nmited 
his..exploration.

Day of Tears in Cherry. 
A day of mourning and of tears in Cherry 
has followed a night of dry eyed terror. 
The lamentations of widows, of mothers 
robbed of their sons, and the cries of 
orphaned children have filled the air all day 
long. Hundreds have stood about the mine 
wringing their hands. 
White shrouded litters, each with its death 
burden, have been carried along the public 
roads to darkened homes, and in their wake 
there were the hooded figures of Polish and 
Iithuanian side by side with women of 
British or American birth. A common be- 
reavement has made them sisters. 
In the outskirts of the crowd were the Rev. 
Father Wenzell, pastor, and the Rev. Father 
Ernest, assistant pastor, of the Holy Trinity 
church, and the Rev. Thomas Gleason, pastor 
of the Congregational church, consoling suf- 
fering women and in some instances offering. 
up special prayers. 


Widow Crazed by Horror. 
One pathetic figure was Mrs. John Buddog, 
a Polish woman whose husband was en- 
tombed in the mine. When she was told that 
unless fresh air was pumped into the mine 
before noon all the imprisoned men would be 
slain by the deadly black damp, she suddenly 
became crazed. She tore her shaw) off her 
head, fastened her fingers in her hair, and 
screamed until she reeled and fell from utter 
nervous exhaustion. Other women, affected 
by the actions of Mrs. Buddon, fell to weep- 
ing and raving, and so continued until Mrs. 
Buddon was led away to her cottage and her 
two little children by friends. 
Two of the saddest figures among the wom- 
en were Mrs, James Leandeck and her 10 
year old daughter Annie. Mother and child 
continually walled about the mine tearfully 
pleading with all whom they met to give 
them some word of hope that James Lean- 
deck and his two sons, Frank, aged 20 years, 
and Joseph, aged 15 years, were still alive. 
Mrs. Leandeck w&s possessed of the double 
fear that her husband and sons had either 
been burned to death or would die of starva- 
| tion. 
No one was able to reassure her, and she 
and her little girl would stop for a moment 
and hug each other and cry and then pro- 
ceed on their rounds. The woman had left 
two other daughters at home and she and 
her daughter Annie had undertaken to solve 
the mystery of the fate of father and sons. 


Heeds Assurance; Life Penalty. 

In a little cottage that had sheltered An- 
drew McFadden, e young man ¢f 28 years, a 
weeping mother told how McFadden was 
caught in the burning mine because he heed- 
ed the word of a foreman that ** it was only,a 
little smoke ” that wotld soon blow over. 

“Andrew and bis brother Michael were 
both working in the mine,” said Mrs. Mc- 
Fadden. “Michael escaped, but Andrew, 
who was a driver, staid by his mules, al- 
though other boys were running, past him 
and calling to him to flee for his life. The 
foreman had told Andrew that it was only 
@ little smoke and that ft would soon blow 
over. Now the poor boy is dead and all be- 

cause he stuck to his post.”

From the miners who were rescued yester- 
day it was learned that another act of hero- 
ism was performed by one of the men in the 
shaft below—a man who is in all proba@bility 
dead at the present time.

“When we got in the elevator the first 
time,” sald Isaac Remulti, one of the men 
who was fortunate to reach the surface in 
the first cage load, “ Waite was standing 
near. He refused to come up in that-load, 
but said he would stay down and give the 
other fellows a chance. I know Mr. Floed 
tried to pull him into thecage, but he refused 
tg come. 

“*Let me stay where I ani,’ said he, 
‘there are a lot of other fellows who ought 
to get out of here. Hurry up that cage and 
get them. I'll try and do what I can do when 
here. Maybe it ain't as bad as it seems.’ 

* When I asked about him after the second 
load had come up nobody knew anything 
about him. It looks like he was overcome 
by smoke and died down in the shaft. He 
didn’t have to, because he could have 
climbed in the cage the first time if he had 
wanted to.” 

Taylor Thinks Mine Was Safe. 

W. W. Taylor, general superintendent of 
mines of the St. Paul company, stood about 
all day watching and suggesting plang to 
open the mine. He was broken with grief. 

“I wish that the newspaper men would in- 
terview these mining inspectors after they 
are relieved from their duties of this ordeal 
about this mine,” he said. ‘“ I-do not want 
to go on record alone, but I believe they will 
tell you this was the safest built coal mine 
in this country. I have built many mines 
and I know it was safe. 

“A catastrophe could have happened here 
in no other way than just as it did. The fire 
need not have been disastrous. 
work in the stables were excited. The burn- 
ing hay could have been shut off from the 
rest of the mine without the least difficulty 
and the fire extinguished with little trouble. 

“ This. is an awful thing. Some of the best 
men who ever lived lost their lives all 
through carelessness, Bundy and Nourberg 
died I!ke heroes. They were on the surface.

GLORIFY 11 MINE HEROES 


Women of Trade Union League 
Quick-to Recognize Valor. 


OUTSHINE DEEDS OF WAR. 


Martyr Reseuers Called Greater Than 
Military Idols. 


Resolutions commending the heroism of 
the eleven men who perished in the mine hor- 
ror at Cherry after rescuing scores of work- 
ers as greater than that of soldiers upon the 
field of battle were adopted yesterday after- 
noon by the Woman’s Trade Union league. 

** We often glorify heroes in brass buttons 
who die on the battlefield,” said Miss Mary 
McDowell, in presenting the resolutions. 
“ Let us ghorify this simple heroism of plain 
men in a peaceful occupation.” 

The text of the resolutions reads: 

“ Whereas, Eleven men, John Bundy, Rob- 
ert Clark, Thomas Flood, Dominick Fermen- 
to, James Jamison, Isaac Lewis, Alexander 
Nourberg, James Shears, Harry Stewart, 
John Szarbinski, and Joseph Yearly, tn the 


“face of: terrible death, offered themselves 


to save the lives of their fellow workmen 
who were being burned to death, and each of 
the eleven lost his life; and, 

“ Whereas, Heroism like this.is not uncom- 
mon in mining disasters; therefore, be it 

“ Resolved, That in the opinion of the 
Woman’s Trade Union league of Chicago 
these heroes of peace are greater than the 
heroes of war, notwithstanding that the idle 
praise of the thoughtless multitude goes out 
to the gayly caparisoned man whose only 
tools are murderous weapons rather than 
this sacrifice of sacrifices on the part of the 
plain miner who lives daily serving his fel- 
low man and who dies for them as simply as 
he lives; and be it 

*“ Resolved, That the Woman's ° Trade 
Union league of Chicago put on record that it 
believes the lives-of these men have not been 
sacrificed in vain; that thia sacrifice will in- 
spire all whose hearts are open 4o great 
things to be more faithful, more self-forget- 
ful; more devoted to the service in the cates 
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ably be done by the coroner's jury, though 
our body has’ power to hold an inquest. We 
may do so. when the bodies are removed.”’ 


. Confesses His 

“ But, Mr. ‘Taylor, Mr. Buck, the chief clerk 
of the coal company; says that the fire start- 
ed not from a torch in the hands of a miner 
but from e@ torch stuck in the wall against 
which a ¢erof hay was pushed. - : 

“He has stated that the torch was there 
where electric lights ordinarily are used be- 
cause of a temporary breakdown of the elec- 
tric light lead running to the second vein.”’ 

“ Why, I had not heard that—it is entirely 
new to me, and to the others, I think,” he 
anewered. ‘I can't say what will be done, 
but the cause of the disaster probably wil be 
thoroughly investigated. | We can tel] what 
we will do. better in the morning,-or after we 
have gone down into the mine.” 

The other inspectors. were reticent in dis- 
cussing the cause of the disaster and its new 
phage. By common consent the matter 4f 
investigating the responsibility for the dis- 
aster was referred to the chairman. 

“TIT can’t tell you whether we will take up 
this phase of the investigation or not,’ said 
Mr. Newsam. “ First we shall make an in- 
quiry into the extent of the disaster and en- 
deavor to open the mine. I think it will bea 
strange Shing if we find any one alive in the 
mine. 

“* Under some y conditions and some mine dis- 
asters men have lived for days and come out 
alive, but the cases were hardly similar to 
this. This is the greatest disaster in the 
mining history of the country, if not the 
world, I think.” 


Men Who Hear the Evidence. 
The coroner’s inquest 1s being conducted by 
Dr. A. H. Malm, coroner, and State’s Attor- 
ney Eckert.

Engineers John Raisbeck and John Cowley 
were the only witnease® called at today’s ses- 
sion, and under the sharp cross examination 
of the, state’s attorney and Deputy Coroner 
Kendall made many admissions. 

Raisbeck made a statement indicating that

dign of danger fied to safety and left the im- 
| tet men to their fate when a bit of 

nerve might have saved many lives. _ 

Cowley explained that he refused to lift 
the cage containing the twelve perished mem- 
bers of the rescuing party—in the face of 
threatse—because he feared demolishing an 
empty cage he believed was attached to the 
one in which the rescuers met their death. 

Cowley.testified that Alex Nourberg, fore- 
man of the third vein, who headed the res- 
cuing party, had told him to “ pay attention 
to the signals.”’ 


Unable to Pull Bell Cord. 

The indications are that when the cage 
touched bottom the rescuers were overcome 
by the gas fumes and heat and were either 
unable to pull the bell cord or the signal re- 
fused to work. 

Prompt action, by Cowley when asked to 
raise the cage by Dr. L. D. Howe, the com- 
pany’s physician, and others might have 
saved the erescuers who descended to the 
shaft, as two of the men still showed signs of 
life when brought to the surface after a long 
delay. 

Expressions of anger were heard during 
Saturday evening againsf these cage men. 
and when it became known that a large por- 
tion of the men of the village spent the entire 
night in saloons, State's Attorney Eckert or- 
dered the bars closed for today and Village 
President Charles L. Connolly swore in fif- 
teen extra marshals. Ordinarily tagte are 
two employed—ofie by day and one at hight. 

State’s Attorney Eckert arrived here last 
night and early today became a big factor in 
the conduct of affairs. With Coroner Malm, 
he scoured the village in securing suitable 
men on the jury.

Cowley Answers Signals. 

Cowley’s testimony was even more sur- 
prising, for he said: 

“* It was about 1:30 o'clock that I saw smoke 
arising from around the fan house. I called 
to the-fireman to run over'and see what was 
the matter. The boiler was biowing off and 
I guess he did not hear me. [| started to rym 
for the air shaft when I heard signals in 
my own shaft that mén wanted to come up, 
They were frantically repeated and I started 
to hoist away. 

“1! brought up the first load of men. You 
know there are two cages so arranged that 
when one is up the other is down. 

“ Then two rescuing parties were formed, 
one being led. by Norberg and the other by 
Dr. Howe. I lowered and raised the cages 
a number of times. I don’t remember how 


many. I brought up a lot of poor souls. 

“ On the last trip up I was signaled to raise, 
then to stop and then to lower twice. The 
stop signal came as the cage came to the 
first cross timber in the shaft eight or nine 
feet up. Then I got a signal to reverse the 
fan and afterward to raise the cage. The 
second stop signal came, followed of a signal 
to lower. 


No More Signals, So He Waits. 

“T had lowered the cage clean to the bot- 
tom and got no more signals. The cage was 
on the bottom for five or ten minutes, ..en 
Dr. Howe, “ Herb” Lewis, and Martin Pow- 
ers came into the engine room to demand that 
I raise the cage at once. 

“ Yes, that wae the cage full of volunteers 
who went down to rescue the others. The 
cager asked me to ring the signa! to the bot- 
tom to see if I could get an answer. 

“ Dr. Howe and the men with him insisted 
that I jerk up the cage quick, but I was 
afraid that would break the cable, to which 
I thought a third car wes attached. to bring 
men up from the third vein. I thina the 
third cage may have been detached before I 
wa‘s ordered to raise, stop, and lower twice.”’ 


Fatal Confusion of Signals. 

By the orders to “raise, stop, and lower 
twice,"’ Cowley explained that he meant the 
bell signals had been unusual and disconcert- 
ing. He received one signal of three bells to 
“hoist away.” which was followed almost 
immediately by a four bell signal, meaning, 
“hoist slowly.” As the cage reached a 
height of eight or nine feet it was stopped at 
a one bell signal, started up at another, then 
a six bell signal—* reverse the fan "—and 
then two belis, “ lower.” 

Cowley lowered the cage in answer to the 
signal, the last ever sent from the doomed 
members of the rescue party. 

The engineer proceeded: 
™ “ Lewis then began talking about the men 
below. I told him I didn’t have any signal to 

raise the cage. I finally asked the machinist, 
John Chadester, and he said nobody was 
alive and I might as well raise it. All the 
rescuers were dead.”’ 

Juror Thompson then took the witness in 
hand and asked “ Why didn’t you raise the 
cage?’ 

‘Because Lewis and those men had no 
authority to order me,” Cowley replied. 

“Well, why didn’t you start slowly any- 
how, and figure on being signaled in case the 
third car was attactied?”’ 

“Because Norberg cautioned me to pay 
strict attention to the bells and I didn’t re- 
ceive any signal to raise.” 

The jury adjourned at this point, with the 
announcement it would meet again tomor- 
row to hear more testimony concerning Cow- 
ley’s refusal to hoist the cage. 

Says Officials “Not to Blame.” 

Jobn F. Richards, division superintendent 
of the St. Paul road at Mendota, said in an 
interview: 

“Nobody seems to know just how the hay 
caught fire. It is improbable that any one ever 
will know the real cause of the holocaust. 
Some one of the miners may have been 
smoking when the hay was brought down in 
the tunne’. That is a question that will have 
to be decided when the miner answers the last

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| “NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Mme. Carreno’s Recital. = 

Mme. Teresa Carreno does nothing by 
halves. She planned to give an exhaustive 
recital in Chicago and she succeeded in her 
effort. There are not many planisis who 
would have risked more than two sonatas on 
.the same program, and few of the most 
dauntless would have risked such a combi- 
nation as the Chopin opus 58 and the Schu- 
mann G minor epics. To add to them the 
comparatively unknown “ Keltic’’ by Mac- 
Dowell would have seemed an unnecessary 
chance. ‘Yet this is exactly what Mme. Car- 
reno did. 

That Schumann sonata fs not among the 
most popular compositions of the piano lit- 
erature. Just why is hard to guess. It Is 
filled with the Schumann melody, it is 
dramatic to an unusual degree, and it ig a 
marvel in the sheer weight of its emotional 
drive. Possibly becauge the work is of epic 
proportions it is a rare visitor to our recital 
halls. Moreover, the /performer must be 
endowed with the natural authority that 
can not only grasp the bigness of such a 
score but also hold it under a firm fist. 

It may be said that such a work is suited 
to Mme. Carreno’s talent. She has the 
technique, both mental and physical, and 
rarely has the fact stood forth so clearly as 
was the case yesterday afternoon. One is 
puzzled in deciding whether to praise first 
the authority of her interpretation or the 
conviction of the dramatic values or the ex- 
quisitely finished singing of the melodic pas- 
sages in the second and last movements. 


. 

Probably the most impressive of the four 
eéections was the findle. In that one move- 
ment is there occasion for the exploitation 
of most of the virtues of piano playing. The 
shuffling vibrato figure on which it is built 
is a temptation to any excitable musician, 
and woe be to him whose technical control is 
not equal to his flights of fancy. The two 
cantilene passages are of the most inspired 
of Schumann's melodic inventions, but they 
are elaborated in the excessive style of 
Chopin so easily that many there are who 
fail to distinguish between sincere emotion 
and provoking sentimentality. 

Better interpretation than that of Mme. 
Carreno we do not ask.. In so faras fingers 
of flesh and blood can be, hers were infalli- 
ble. Dramatic the reading was to an impres- 
sive degree—emotionally there were left to 
be desired few things indeed. 

The MacDowell “‘ Keltic "' sonata will have 
its friends and its detractors for some time. 
To many there is a sweetness in the strophes 
of the andante especially that does not suit 
the red pepper tastes of many good musi- 
cians. There are few who will deny the 
power of the concept, however, and that few 
always will oppose absolute music with any 
emotional “ oversoul ” till the end. .And even 
for these few, such is the clear definition of 
the mood, or inspiration, or image-—as you 
will—that the sonata compels the respect due 
a work fused in the white heat of conviction. 

Most impressive of the three movements 
was the finale. Mme. Carrens electrified her 
audience with her reading of this section 
more than with the others.. It is not gur- 
prising, for of the thrde it seems the most 
compact, the most unified. Naturally her in- 
terpretation w 
the champion of the American composer long 
enough to comprehend his point.of view and 
to sympathize with his effort. There is noth- 
ing to be desired more than just such crusade 
in the cause of MacDowel:, and the authority 
of such a musician as Mme. Carreno goes far 
to make him known as he should be known.

.Girl in Comatose Condition. 

Mr. Jay died last Thursday and his funeral 
was held on Saturday. Yesterday Miss Boyd 
was in a comatose condition and had not 
learned that Jay was dead. Dr. M. 1. Kears- 
ley was making every effort to save her life. 

““Tt must have been the oysters,” said Dr. 
Rud. “ The city watér supply is practically 
pure now, and there is no other likely source 
that I can discover. If they had eaten only 
cooked oysters, all would have been Well."’ 

Dr. Evans, when questioned, said: 

“In times past many oysters came to Chi- 
cago from beds contaminated by sewage. I 
should say that a fair percentage of the pres- 
ent supply is from the same source. I do not 
believe that raw oysters dre safe. There is no 
danger of typhoid, however, if the oysters are 
cooked.” 

Knows of No Medicinal Value. 

Dr. Evans was asked about a cablegram 
from London to the effect that English medi- 
cal experts have decided that oysters are use- 
ful medicine aside from their food value— 
that they are certain cure for dyspepsia and 
good for tuberculosis. 

“ They are good food, but lam not prepared 
to say that they have & medicinal value,”’ said 
the health commissioner. 

George H. Whitehouse, secretary of the fish 
company for which Mr, Jay worked, declared 
he did not believe oysters were the cause.

The sixty-one were clinging. to. spars and 
other bits of wreckage and.the sharke at- 
tacked them as vindictively as.a4 swarm of 
hornets, Many of them were’ pulled into the 
boats only after their rescuers had beaten 
particularly savage sharks over the énouts, 
and 6o caused them to relinquish their bull 
dog gripe upon the legs or arms of their 
shrieking victims. ° 

Wreck Breakfast Bell to Sharks. 

The waters off this port usually are over- 
run with sharks, but the collisién seemed to 
have acted as a signal for more of them to 
congregate than bave been seen in one place 
for many years. Several of those who were 
rescued were found to have hands or fingers 
bitten off and fears are expressed that these 
will die of blood poisoning. 

The accident occurred about 4 o’clock in the 
morning, in a thick hase. The vessela were 
steaming at good speed and the Seyne was 
cut almost in half. There was no tinie for 
the officers of the foundering steamer to get 
out the boats. The majority of those on 
board weré caught in their berths end carried 
down with the vessel. 


JAMAICA STORM KILLS THIRTY. 


Banana Trade Hard Hit in Island and 
Estimate of the Damage is Seven 
Million Dollars.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 13.—[Delayed.] 
—The great storm which swept. over the 
island abated yesterday. Reports of the 


damage done by floods and wind place the

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 14,—[{Special.]— 
‘Nine hundred and ninety-nine out of every 
thousand orthodox Jews who pray regularly 
to go back to Jerusalem would be stricken 

with apoplexy if the Messiah suddenl; should 
announce that they could go back.’’ 

This statement was made today by the Rev. 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch of Sinal temple, Chicago, 
in an address at the Broad street temple cele- 
bration of the centenary of Rabbi David Ein- 
horn. Dr. Hirsch in describing the influence 
of Einhorn in the development of reformed 
Judaism, arraigned the orthodox wing of the 
faith. . | 

“It was a lie on the Nps of the orthodox 
Jews of Germany when they prayed to go 
back to Jerusalem,” said Dr.'Hirsch. “‘ They 
had*®made religion something devitalized, 
Religion wae divorced from morality. The 
orthodox Jew wants the highest amount of- 
credit for the least amount of deed. Against 
this demoralizing religion the reform move- 
ment as voiced’*by Einhorn, Hirsch, Holdhim, 
and Geiger came as a burning protest. They 
bridged the chasm between religion and life. 
Religion had become a stranger to the Jew 
before the great reformers brought their mes- 
sage. 

“The orthodox Jew wanted to go back to 
Jerusalem to rebuild the temple so he could 
bring the sacrifices: commanded by law. 
Would they realy want to bring, these sacri- 
fices aoday? No, the Chicago stockyards 
smell would be no circumstance to the odor 
of the sanctity of the sacrifices in the temple 
of Jerusalem. It is not true that the Jews are 
in exile—a lie blacker: than this never has 
been framed.”’

in the world. In one year alone we received 
from Austria-Hungary 338,452; the greatest 
number we ever received from Germany in 
one year was 250,630. Of Croats alone, to 
take a single one of the many groups which 
make up Austria-Hungary, there are nearly 
800.060 in the United States. 


Chicago Prague of America. 

There are 100,000 Czechs in and about Chi- 
cago; Chicago is the Prague of’ America. 
We don't know as much about the Slovaks 
@s We do about the Moros of the Sulu arch- 
apéiagu, and yet there are many thousands 
Of Siovaks in Chicago; over 50,000 entered 
the port of New York ina single year. We 
may choose not to want to know these people 
from the Danube, but our children will have 
to know them. 

Besides, history is in the making over here 
in this same Danube vailey. Things are hap- 
pening; greater are about to happen. The 
history that is and that which is-to come 
is and will be governed largely by what was. 
We can’t understand the present and prob- 
able future of Austria-Hungary without 
some knowledge 5 what has gone before. 
The condition which today confronts the 
Catholic house of Habsburg is perhaps the 
most interesting and serious which is to be 
tound jin Europe. What will happen on the 
death of the old emperor? This is the ques- 
tion most often asked in Europe today. 


Vienna’s Surprising Climate. 

As I rode across the eity of Vienna through 
ite broad, beautiful, clean street, solidly and 
ever.ly paved, and lined .with substantia! 
pui:dings, with a suggestion of Italian rather 
than German architecture, with lovely fower 
boxes on the lamp posts, I shivered, and 
smiled. The preceding day and night had 
been outrageously hot; the early morning was 
more than outregeously cold. I recalled the 
accumulated years of taunts thrown at our 
Chicago changes of temperature, but I never 
experienced a change so sudden and so dis- 
agreeable as this. 


The steamer leaves for Budapest at 7 in | 


the morning from the Prater-Quai in the 
Danube; but that is far away across the 


¢City,-80 passengers May embark on a small 


steamer which starts at the same time on 
the Danube canal! near the heart of the city. 
I also embarked, first, however, having to 
pay for all my baggage I could carry in 
my hans, or in mv pockets. The German 
earries his comb, brushes and Woking glass 
in his pockets—notmecessarily to avoid pay- 
ment on baggage, but for constant and im- 
mediate use. 


> 
Steaming Down the Canal. 

We left promptly at 7 o'clock and for more 
than half am hour steamed down the canal 
with its stone lined banks. Saw hothitig 
impressive, for one in Europe soon ceases 
to be impressed with the absence of quarters 
glong canals and around railway stations 
which look like our “ shume.” 

At the termination of the canal we make 
fast alongside the big, trim looking side 
wheeler and in a businesstike manner are 
transferred and at once are off down the 
Danube. There is no blue water in the Dan- 
ube between Vienna and Budapest—at any 
rate not in sight; the color varies from a 
dirty milk to a very dirty milk. 

One could suffocate below or shiver in the 
cold, raw, cloudy morning on the broad deck, 
where one could stand or sit on a hard bench 
or on a stogl We have left the smoke of 
the great city with its encircling green hills, 
have passed the isiand of Lobau where Napo- 
leon gathered himself together for the great 
battle of Wagram, and on down the river 
we go for more than an hour between low 
banké, with nothing so important in sight 
as a guide book. Then the valley con- 
tracts and we have some rather pretty scen- 
ery, with hills and an old ruin. 

We have passed the ancient city .of Hain- 
burg and come to the brown March river 
which flows into the milky Danube and 
marks the boundary between Austria and 
Hungary. 

On the Hungarien side are the ruins of 
an old castle, and long crumbling walis, all 
in a state of destruction as left by the 
French in 1800. Nearby is the village of 
Theben, the first town encountered on Hun- 
garian soll. A mumber of peasant women 
go ashore, bearing on thelr backs long, 
wooden baskets. 

But there is nothing to indicate that we 
have passed from Austria to Hungary: no 
change in the landscape, no change in the 
well cuMivated country seen on both sides 
of the river; nor is there any change tn the 
character of the houses, or‘in the look or 
manner of the people along the quay. Nor 
should we expect to find any marked differ- 
ence, for while we are on Hungarian soil 
Wwe are not yet amongst true Hungariana 


What Makes a True Hungarian. 


What constitutes a true Hungarian, or what 


constitutes a true Austrian? Or indeed, what 
is Hungary and what is Austria? Are these 
two. countries distinct, or hae Hungary a 
separate individual existence? Geograph- 
ically the Danube river unites Austria-Hun- 
- mary; politically they are united through the 
house of Habsburg.

Greatness descended upon the family when 
a certain Rudolf, eount of Habsburg, was 
elected in 1273 emperor of the Holy Roman 
empire. Fortunately for the house, his title 
was contested by Ottocar, king of Bohemia, 
who fell in the struggle, and the duchiés of 
Austria and Styria became possessions of the 
crown. These duchies Ru@olf conferred on 
his sons, one of whom eventually became 
emperor. 

Now follows a long period during which 
time no Habsburg was emperor, but these 
Austrian dukes continued to extem@ their do- 
minions, one of them by etrategy gaining 
control over the Tyrol and Carinthia. In 1438 
Albert, a member of the house, became em- 
peror, and Austria, Hungary, an@ Bohemia 
were united under the house of Habsburg. 

At the zenith of the power of the house it 
included the archduchies of Austfia and 
Styria, the Tyrol, the kingdoms of Naples 
and Sicily. Milan, the Netherlands, Franche 
Comté. and Spain. But through the varying 
degrees of success of the house the Austrian 
empire—so-called—became eventually to be 
synonymous with the empire of the Habs- 
burgs. Then came the Napoleonic convulsion 
of Europe and in 1848 thespirit of reaction 
and. revolution. But these movements, how- 
ever, tended to strengthen and tnify the 
house and although the Hungarians for sev- 
eral years held out, it became a joint partner 
of the empire in 1867- when the Austrian em- 
peror, Francis Joseph. was formally crowned 
king of Hungary in Budapest. 

Since that time there has been little change. 
but it ts even less correct to speak of the 
Austrian empire. L’Autriche n'est pes un 
état, c’est un gouvernment. It is. however, 
proper to speak of the ee 


monarchy. 


Frequent Political Changes. 


To trace the political history of the pos-

Expresses Friendship for Church. 

President Taft, in his speech, said: —

of church and state, but rather a declared 
separationofthem. This sométimes has been 
misunderstood by thosewho did not know our 
institutions, as an indication that there was 
something hostile on the part of Our govern- 
ment toward, or some lack of sympathy with, 
the church of God. 

“ This is as far as possible from the truth; 
and I always have sought, in assisting every 
such church on interesting occasions like 
this, to testify by my presence and by words 
of congratulation that there is nothing upon 
which the country and the people of the 
United States so depend for progress and ad- 
vancement of their ideals as the influence

granted that while the ‘cabinet remains fn power the 
sovereign will abstain from bestowing upon any one 
of his subjects either titles of nobility or orders of 
knighthood. In a word, the “fountain of honor” will 
run dry until further notice. 

This action on, the part of the new Radical adminis- 
tration at Copenhagen must not be considered ‘in the 
light of a mere play to the masses. It is not policy but 
principle that has prompted the ministers to adopt this 
attitude. Their views about the matter are in accord- 
ance with those of the majority ‘of their fellow coun- 
trymen. The Danish people care very little for titles or 
for decorations. Those who do own titles seldom use 
them, and far more importance is attached to the pos- 
session of an ancient and historic: name than to the 
handle thereto. 

Just actoss.the straits that constitute the entrance 
from the North sea to the Baltic, namely, in Norway, 
nobiliary titles are conspicuous by their absence. There 
are but two families in the entire kingdom that pos- 
sess them—and these only make use of them abroad. 
King Haakon, since succeeding to the throne, has in 
deference to poptlar sentiment refrained from bestow- 
ing any titles. Hie cabinet ministers do not wear uni- 
forms, but: content themselves on ceremonial occasions 
with ordinary evening dress, while the people are so 
democratic that they decline to use the words “ your 
majesty” in conversing with their rulers, whom they 
aidress as “ Mr. King " and “Mreg. Queen.” 

In Greecé, Roumania, Servia, and Bulgaria nobiliary 
titles have got only been abolished by law and.by the 
constitution, but their use entails penal consequences. 
Greeks and Roumanians who adorn themselves with 
titles of prince and count when abroad are obliged: to 
doff these plumes as soon as they cross the frontier of
